Washington. D. C., July 9.—Finan- 


cial operations from the New York, 
New H'aven and Hartford railway, its 
ownership of trolley lines- and con- 
trol of allied New England railways 
are condensed by*)the interstate com- 
merce commissions in the report of its 
investigation made public here today. 
The comniission's;conelusions are: 
That the "outside" financial man- 
agement has been "wasteful in the ex- 
treme" and that had the New Haven 
confined itself to actual railroad activi- 
ties under the same condition that 
prevailed in other., respects "it could 
have paid a dividend of S per cent 
for the fiscal year .1912, and "carried to 
surplus account $1,794,000 instead of 
showing a deficit of $930,000." 


The New Haven's agreement with 
the Boston and Albany is "violative-of 
the spirit of the Jstatute against the 
restraint of competition and subse- 
quently cancelled.^ 
"In our opinion!' says the commis- 


sion, "this line fchould be kept en- 
tirely free from Nfe\V Haven control." 
That the New fjaven should divest 


itself of its trolley lines not because 
the present ownership is in violation 
of law, but because such ownership 
might be used to prevent the building 
of competing lines] in the future. 
"That the Bostcm and Maine's mer- 


ger with the NewlHaven if permitted 
to stand will result in "an almost ex- 
clcusiye monopoly of transportation 
facilities by railroads in the greater 
part of New England."

A young'Ogalalla cbief of toe Sioux 


nation dashed across the Dakota pral 
rie, followed by a band of youthfu 
bravea who had chosen him as thel 
leader. From 
the chief's shoulder 


waved a scarlet blanket. 
Some poetl 


onlooker, observing the 'foremost r:d 
er's fiery-colored shoulder covering 
said: 
. "He looks like a flying red cloud." 


The speech pleased the young chief 


From that time he was known as Maq 
pelu-ta—"Red Cloud." 


Red Cloud was born in 1818. He wa 


of obscure birth; but by sheer genlu 
for warfare and leadership soon mad- 
himself a sub-chief. His early war 
were waged 
against the 
Pawnees 


Crows and other tribes, who hated th 
fierce Sioux. Then, In 1848-^alread 
a noted warrior—he began a contlic 
with the white men that waged oft 
and on for more than thirty 
years 


During much of that period Red Clou 
was practically the war lord of Ne 
braska, Dakota, Kansas 
and 
largi 


parts of Iowa, Wyoming, Montana am 
Minnesota. 


The War Lord of the West. 


Pioneers began to invade his realm 


Many of them were white men of the 
most daring, lawless sort, who did no 
scruple to cheat, rob or even kill anj 
Indian who crossed their path. Red 
Cloud regarded these newcomers a 
a hostile tribe and treated them 
as 


such. The white man slaughtered th 
buffalos and other game by the thou 
sand, taught the Indians to drink and 
trampled on their ancient 
customs 


Red Cloud and his braves retaliated 
by slaying some of these "undesirable 
citizens" and declaring death-war up 
on the rest. 


The government rushed to the pro 


tection of its settlers. 
Red 
Cloud 


now found himself opposed to trained 
soldiers instead of lawless frontiers 
man. But he fought on as fearlessly 
as ever against these greater odds. 


A body of regulars were sent to gar 


rison Fort Phil Kearny, In Wyoming 
On December 22, 18GG, Red Cloud with 
a band of Sioux attacked a foraging 
party from the fort. Captain Fetter 
man with one hundred soldiers was 
sent out to the party's rescue. Red 
Cloud's savages In a 
terrific 
battle 


killed Fetterman and every one of his 
hundred men. 


Encouraged by this feat. Red Cloud 


next attacked a detachment of soldiers 
under Major Powell, who were cross- 
Ing the prairie with a consignment of 
metal wagon bodies. Using these wag- 
on bodies for a bullet-proof, fortifica- 
tion, the troops defended themselves 
so gallantly that 
Red Cloud could 


make no headway against them. Again 
and again he led his warriors across 
the open ground In a wild 
charge 


against the wagon fort. 
And every 


time the soldiers' quick, unerring vol- 
leys emptied dozens of saddles 
and 


sent the Indians reeling back. Red 
Cloud lost more than 300 men in this 
fight before he would consent to with/ 
draw out of reach of the deadly hail 
of bullets. 


Some of the 
olcler Sioux chiefs 


wanted to yield to 
tfie 
government 


and to sign a peace treaty. Red Cloud 
was asked to join them. He replied 
furiously: "No! 
I want war!" 
The 


more valiant young warriors echoed 
his defiant shout. And war they had 
for years thereafter. Red Cloud kept 
the frontier ablaze with excitement. 
Among the famous soldiers who fought 
against him from time to time were 
Generals Miles, Sherman, 
Sheridan, 


Crook, Terry and Custer. 
More than 


once he proved too wily for the best 
of them. 
But one leader, be he ever 


so inspired, cannot with 6,000 savages 
defy a whole country forever. So, in 
course of time, 
Red 
Cloud and his 


braves were cooped up 'on a reserva- 
tion. But again and again they broke 
out, committing fearful ravages among 
the settlements. 


The 30-Year War's End. 


When Sitting Bull, In 1876, In' the 


campaign which cost 
Custer's 
life, 


went on the warpath Red Cloud pre- 
pared to join the renowned Medicine 
Man. But General Crook swooped 
down upon h'is band just as they were 
making ready to start, took away their 
ponies and made R«d Cloud a prison- 
er. Later the government offered to 
pay 528,000 for these ponies and for 
other 
confiscated 
weapons 
if 
Reel 


Cloud would sign a treaty. 


This wa.s in. 1880. Reel Cloud was 


sixty-two yews old. His long, tire- 
less years of warfare had resulted in 
:he thinning out of his warrior band 
and the loss of thousands of miles 'of 
lis territory. Whereas, the wtilte men 
n the west were every year more nu- 
merous. He saw the bitter hopeless- 
ness of it all and consented to 
sign 


what he called a "peace paper." The 
old savage had been in two- hundred 
pitched battles 
during his stormy 


career. Now—penniless, old, helpless 
—he laid down his weapons. Nor did 
he, outwardly at least, ever break the 
treaty he had so reluctantly made. In 
more than one subsequent Indian out- 
break he was 
suspected of 
having 


stirred up the local braves to revolt; 
jut nothing could be pjioven against 
ilm. 


And so he lived on, at government 


expense, without a shadow of his for- 
mer greatness, becoming at last blind,, 
deaf and almost childish.

NTHUSIASM is a wonderful thing. It puts the shine into sunshine, and 
it helps love with its task of making this old world of ours go round. 
A few unfortunate people seem to absolutely lack enthusiasm from 
birth, and go through life lack-lustre creatures, not much account to 
themselves or any one else—except probably their mothers. 
The average human being, however, is born with a goodly stock of en- 
thusiasm. 
And yet the average grown person has little. Why is it? 
Partly 
because life itself, and the process of growing' up, just 
naturally squeezes a lot of enthusiasm out of us. 
But 
partly because people who have lost their own enthusi- 
asm deliberately try to rob others of theirs. I empha- 
size that because, i although it is not a legal crime, I 
think it is just as bad as many which are on the statute 
books. And worse still, who'do you think are among 
.the most flagrant offenders? Mothers and fathers. Yes, 
I mean it. They who must know what a wonderful key 
to happiness and effectiveness enthusiasm is, and there- 
. fore ought to cherish their children's enthusiasm with 
' all tenderness, are frequently guilty of doing just the 
opposite. 


For instance, a neighbor of mine has a son about 
eight years old who is the most enthusiastic bunch of 
energy I ever saw. Almost every day that boy breaks 
out with some new scheme—they range from, raising 
frogs for the market to writing a letter to the Presi- 
dent—and with equal 
frequency his mother wet- 
blankets his enthusiasm. 
Of course she couldn't con- 
sent to all his schemes, but she certainly could let him 
. 
follow up some of them. 


Again, I shall never forget the shadow that came across the face of a 
bright little girl I know when, in answer to the outburst, "Oh mother do come 
and see the sunset. I love pink sunsets!" her mother answered coldly, "How 
many times have I told you not to say 'I love' about anything and/everything. 
You like pretty sunsets and love your father and 7ne." 


If the child did lave her mother, it was only because the latter was'her 
kin in blood, for she certainly was not kin tb.Jiev child in- sympathy and 
understanding. 
Another time I heard a boy of fifteen, suddenly conscious of the wonder 


of a June morning, shyly quote, "Every clay is a fresh beginning, Every morn 
is the earth made new." Now boys of fifteen aren't given to quoting poetry, 
and 1 expected to see his father show his appreciation; Instead he corrected 
curtly, "Every morn is the world made new, Philip. I wonder where you get 
your poor memory. You must have heard thut a dozen limes." 
As I said before, enthusiasm is a wonderful thing, and there is none too 
much of it in the world. So let's be very "careful not to wantonly destroy it, 
especially in those we love the most. 


Canning vegetables is really not a 


difficult task, provided the housekeep- 
er has kept in mind what we have 
written several times before on all 
canning, and that is absolute surgical 
cleanliness and 
sterilization, 
which 
means the complete 
elimination of 
germ' life. Germs causing decay may 
be divided into three general, classes 
—moifls,-t yeast- and -bacteria.. 
>.. ...^. 
Of'tile three classes of germs,'bac- 
teria are the most virulent.-for -they 
thrive in all products rich in proteid, 
such as meats and vegetables 
like 
peas and beans. In so far as we know, 
all molds require air in which to mul- 
tiply, but many kinds of bacteria can 
live when no air is present and 
wili 
cause decomposition. 
The vegetables which offer the best 
medium for bacteria growth are there- 
fore those which are "hard to can," 
as peas, beans and corn. Bacteria are 
produced by spores or seeds, as they 
may be termed for convenience sake; 
and while the bacteria themselves are 
easily killed, the spores retain -their 
vitality for some time even at the boil- 
ing temperature, and when the mix- 
ture cools the multiplication commen- 
ces. 
. 
, 
Success at Stake. 
Upon 
exetermination 
of 
these 
spores depends the success of vege-, 
table canning. The best 
method 
t/> I 
bring this about is the intermittent' 
method originated by Pasteur. 
The jars of vegetables 
should be 
steamed for a certain length of time 
(depending upon the variety of vege- 
table) on three successive days rather 1 
than cooked in one long period. The 
first boiling destroys 
the bacteria;! 
the second, bacteria that may 
have 
developed from spores in the interim 
and the third boiling is largely 
pre-j 
cautionary. Besides being a safe meth- 
od, this has the added advantage of 
producing vegetables of better color 
and more sparkling flavor than is pos- 


sible to produce by one long cooking. 
The selection of the 
time, room, 
jars and utensils for canning are im- 
portant. 
The room 
must 
be clean 
to alleviate as many germs as pos- 
sible; the 
utensils -should 
be suit- 
able so that the housewife need not 
constantly "makeshift," thereby wast- 
ing time, and the jars should be the 
right type. 
. 4j£}i<t 


One 01 the most satisfactory of all 
jars is the one of glass, top and all, 
which closes with a spring. This nec- 
essitates the use of rubbers, which, by 
the way should always be. new when 
used. They are also wide mouthed, so 
that packing the vegetables is a sim- 
ple process. 
Steam ..Bath Necessary.> 
'In-canning vegetables a steam bath 
which may (be covered is 
absolutely 
necessary. A steam cooker is an idea" 
utensil for this purpose. As for uten 
sils a good kettle, in which to hoi 
all vegetables not packed raw in 
th< 
jars, aitd a wide-mouthed funnel, am 
a large colander for washing are al 
that'are necessary. 
With the exception of a few vege 
tables, such as asparagus, green pep 
pers and tomatoes, it 
will scarcely 
pay the city housewife'to can her veg 
etables, unless the brilliant flavor is 
sufficient reward for the extra trou 
ble involved. But the woman with the 
garden is adding greatly to the his 
cost of her living if she allows th 
vegetables to waste simply because 
she does not know how to 
handle* 
them. 
The 
vegetables must be 
youn_ 
when gathered, for it is impossible u 
produce a 
tender, succulent resnl 
when they are old and tough. 
Thej 
should be gatherefl 
early in the day 
picked over, washed and canned 
at 
once before the 
withering 
process 
•which saps the flavor, has" commen 
ced. If it is necessary to delay, lei 
them remain in cold water so that 
they may be fresh 
and crisp when 
the cooking begins. In canning all veg- 
etables, salt alone is a necessary ad- 
junct, for it hardens the cell walls and 
encasing the chlorophyll or green col- 
oring matter, therefore allowing the 
vegetables to retain their attractive 
greeness. A teaspoonful 
of salt to a 
quart of water is 'the usual amount.

Berkthire Salad. — Mix two cupfuls 


of cold riced potatoes with a cup of 
pecan meats broken in pieces, mari- 
nate -with French dressing, arrange on 
a mound of water cress and serve, 
garnished with halves of pecan meats. 


Salmon Salad — Flake the salmon,

Things Worth Knowing. 
When washing dainty pink' fabrics 
that are almost sure to fade, a drop 
or two of red ink, added to the rinse 
water or starch, same as bluing, will 
keep them in good color all summer. 
A little soap shredded into the boil- 
er on washing day makes the clothes 
a good color, and if you put a small 
piece into the starch it will make the 
ironing easier, and at imparts a love- 
ly gloss to the clothes.

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DRASTIC ELECTION 


< 
LAW NOW IN FORCE 


Few Citizens Can Qualify for Munici- 


pal Office Under Its Terms— 


Scope Comprehensive. 


That a. large portionn of Wisconsin's 
otherwise-eligible citizenship hereaft- 
er is to be barred from holding public 
office is revealed in a bill recently 
passed by the legislature and signed 
by the governor. 


The law, which was.presented in the 
s&nate some ,time late in May, was 
signed by Governor McGovern several 
days ago. 
The measure has for its 
object the preventing of any, person 
interested in 'a municipal contract 
from holding office, but in attempting 
this the measure is most drastic. 
.The bill provides not only that no 
person who is interested in 'a city con- 
tract shall be allowed to hold munici- 
pal office, but furthermore that no 
person who is an employe or agent of 
a corporation holding such a contract 
or funnishing labor or Material for 
such a contract shall be allowed to 
serve a manicipality. 


For Instance. 
Any Madison resident, for instance, 


•who has an understanding of business 
connections 
and 
ramifications will 


quickly discpver if he will "but pass 
before his mind's eye a list of possible 
candidates for municipal office, that 
there are but few that .can pass muster 
with clear skirts in the face of'this 
law. - 


As pretty nearly every business in 
Madison or any other city at one time 
or another furnishes goods for munici- 
pal use it ean eeasily be seen that 
under a strict construction of the law 
anyone connected -with such a busi- 
ness will in the future be barred from 
office. 
But besides making persons 


who are agents and employes of "cor- 
porations, firms or individuals" inter- 
ested in city contracts or "furnishing 
labor or materials" therefore ineligible 
for office, the bill goes farther and 
provides that persons violating the 
law shall be guilty of a misdemeeanor 
and subject to heavy penalty for the 
violation. 
What is more, the law is 
effective on and after its publication, 
and is at this moment in force. 
Persons holding office contrary to 
its provisions are liable under its 
terms. 


Fairly Sizzles. 
The drastic terms; of the new law 
cen be seen from the text which fol- 
lows: 


"No city officer shall be interested, 
directly or indirectly, in any improve- 
ment or contract to which the city is 
a party, or have any direct or indi- 
rect interest in or be an agent, em- 
ploye, or representative of any indi- 
vidual, firm, or corporation that is a 
party to any such contract or fur- 
nishes any materials or labor for such 
improvement or contract, and when- 
ever it shall appear that such is the 
case such contract shall be ahsoluely 
null and void -and the city shall incur 
'no liability whatever thereon. 


"No city officer shall be accepted as 
mirety on any bond, contract or other 
'obligation made to the city. 


"A city officer violating any provis- 
ion of. this section shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and be punished by a 
fine-'of not less than $100 nor 'more 
than., $1,000, besides the costs, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail not 
to excr-Rd one year, or by both such 
line and imprisonment, and .shall for- 
feit liis office and be permanently dis- 
qualified from holding -any office that, 
exists under the laws of this state."
